The strategy pro|*ises' a one-day halt in October, 
lwo-days in November, three in December, etc., 
if the. war continues. The committee expects 
people from many walks of life—students, workers, 
businessmen, professionals, clergymen and poli- 
tirians — to participate in the moratorium. The 
plans call for a nationwide boycott of »lasses, 
coupled with demonstrations or other actions in 
local communities by the boycotting students. 

The nature of the local demonstrations will vary 
according to the political climate of each campus. 

They may inelude vigils, rallies, memorial, ser¬ 
vices, distributing leaflets at supermarkets or 
house-to-house political canvassing.
